Acting British Consul at Chinkiang, in which he gives a clear and 
suce net statement of the effect of the fallof Nankin, He says: 

| }ave the honour to inform you that the city of Nankin, so long the centre 
of disaffection in China, and the point from which so many bands of ruthless 
plundarers have started on their raids upon the peaceful and wealthy cities of 
(cntral China, has been captured by the Imperialist army under the command 
of Tseng-Kwo-Chuen, 

When the Imperialists made good their entrance into the city they found 
that the palace of the Tied-Wang, the leader of the rebellion and the claimant 
for mcny years past of Divine bonours and attributes, had been burnt to the 
ground. Itis said that the impostor and his immediate = endants lie buried 
in its ruins, I am inclined to credit the rumour, for the city has been closely 
blockaded since January last, and I think that nothing but a desperate sortic 
would have enabled him to get clear. 

But the most important is the capture of the Chang-Wang. This person 
has for many years been the most restless and determined of all the desperadocs 
Taepingdom has sent forth, He it was who threatened Shanghai in 1860; 





he was Admiral Hope's antagonist in his operations near Shanghai; he 
fonght against Colonel Gordon at Soochow. He tried to introduce the foreign 
element into his levies, and was said by rebel sympathisers to be the main 
hope of the Taeping cause in ite declining days. After the asaanit he 
managed to leave the city with a few foNowers; but he was captured three 
days subsequently by a party of rebels.

LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


The following telegram has been received through Mr. Reuter’s

AMERICA. 


Arrival of the Pennsylvania (via Crookhaven). 

New York, Sept. 23 (Evening).—After the battle near Winchester, 
Sheridan pursued Early beyond Strasburg, and again attacked him at 
Fisher's Hill. Sheridan's report states that the right of the Confederate 
army rested on the north fork of the Shenandoah, extending across 
Strasburg Valley westward to the North Mountain, and occupying 
apparently an impregnable position. After much manceuvring, Crook's 
command was transferred to the extreme right of the line of the 
North Mountain and attacked the enemy’s left, carrying everything 
before him, Whilst Crook drove away the enemy and swept down 
behind their breastworks, the 6th and 19th Corps attacked the rebel 
works in front, and the whole army appeared to be broken up. They 
fied in the utmost confusion, and sixteen guns were captured. The 
darkness only saved Early’s army from total destruction. On Thursday 
night Sheridan pushed on down the Shenandoah Valley. Two 
divisions of cavalry went down Luray Valley. Sheridan says if they 
push on to the main valley the result of the engagement will be more 
signal, 

Correspondents’ letters assert that Early'’s loss in prisoners in the 
first day's fight will approximate to 5000. Among the killed and 
wounded were Confederate Generals Rhodes, Ramson, Gordon, 
Terry, Goodwin, Bradley, Johnson, and Fitzhugh Lee. The Federal 
loss in the same battle is estimated at between 2000 and 4000 men. 
General Sherman is strongly fortifying Atlanta, 

General Price has crossed ‘the Arkansas River for an invasion of 
Missouri. General Shelby is co-operating. ‘The Missouri woilitia 
retreated before Shelby from Charleston to White Water River. 

Fremont and Cochrane have withdsawn from the presidential 
canvass, 

Postimaster-Genera] Blair has retired from the 
Lincoln’s request. 

The Democratic peace party have resolved to suppors General 
M‘Clellan. 

The Richmond Inquirer contains a report that Sherman has pro- 
posed an informal peace conference with the Governor of Georgia and 
Vice-President Stephens, Numerous other peace rumours are current.

LOW ER-FARMING. — Nothing can be simpler or more 
primitive than farming operations, ses, for example, The field is first 
scentily manured, expecially with the refuse matter left after the distil- 
lation of varions plante; it is then plonghed with oxen at the ye No 
weeds sre allowed, New shoots with a few roote of old roses are then 
planted, and Nature does the t. In the second year a considerable 
quentity of towers appears, it is not until the fourth year that they 
are fully developed. A plantation of roses well tended will last from six 
to cight years; but for the land muet be well drained. It 
requires 30,000 rose-plants cover an acre, and this acre will 
produce,-in an average season, five thousand pounds’ weight of roses, 
For caseias ‘the land is prepared in a similar way. The young plants are 
raised from seed, which is sown in beds, The best plants are left, the donbtful 
ones removed, In the third year they have generally a height of two or 
three feet, and are then planted out in fields, each tree requiring about twelve 


feet square. The blossoms of the cassia are successive 
plucking while the others are scarcely formed. 
the farmer, one lot of blossoms being gathered and passed throngh the 
laboratory before it is time to gather the others. After the third year the 
tree produces flowers, growing at the same time till they attain maturity, 
when they reach a height of tep or twelve feet, with branches six feet lon 
and a stem thick as a man’s wrist, Fach full-grown tree will pro- 
duce about @hree pounds’ weight of flowers, having an  §ntense odour, 
somewhat resembling that of grees tea, The reader who has sauntered 
along the Cannebiere of Marseilles, who remembers the ragged urchins, who 
(like their kind all over Europe) no sooner spy the “ Mossoo” than they are 
eeized with an impassioned desire to make him a present of a bonquet (of 
flowers, in France and Italy; of weeds, in Switzerland) ; this bo yaquet, in 
Moareeilles, is usually com pos ed of the yellow cassia tude, which are to be had 
ne arly all the year round. The jasmine is cultivated by slips of the wild 
jasmine (that which is seen in our English gardens), grafted at the end of 
two years with the Spanish jasmine (Jasmina grandifiora). This produces a 
blossom the size of a shilling, of intense fragrance. It requires about eighty 
thousand plents to stock an acre; and they are not in full bearing till the 
second year after grafting ; but, when mature, every thonsand plants yiela 
abovt siaty pounds’ weight of flowers annually.—Cornhill Maya: ine,

We all believed that the 
North, with its enormous population, its command of the sea, 
and its governmental prestige, would coerce the South inte 
speedy anbmission. We were mistaken. We saw the Federals 
beaten in the field, and, for a long time at least, impotent at 
sea; while the Confederates grew stronger and stronger, and 
addressed themselves to their work with what Northern writers 
call desperation, but which calmer judges regard as the 
earnestness necessary to military success. The South held its 
own, and holds it still; and the very fact that it does so in the 
face of all the power and bravery of a gigantic enemy is an 
irresistible proof that, apart from the merits of the conteat, it 
must have been nobly conducted by the weaker party. Here- 
after, the Federals will, we imagine, be ashamed of the language 
in which they have permitted their organs to revile the Southern 
combatants, who have shown themselves so worthy of the nams 
of Americans.

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ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE VISIT OF THE PRINCE AND ppyr 








We publish three more Engravings from 
the sketches of our Special Artist who 
attends the progress of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales in their visit to Denmark 
and Sweden. 

One Illustration represents their arrival 
at i osenborg Castle, on Monday, the 19th 
ult. This edifice, built by King Christian IV., 
is approached through a park or public 
garden, and over a foot-bridge crossing a moat 
that at one time surrounded the castle and 
formed an important element in its defence. 
The building is in the style of Italian Renais- 
sance, grafted on the ancient Gothic of 
Northern Europe. Inigo Jones, at that 

riod chief architect to the King, is said to 
1ave furnished the plan for Rosenborg. The 
interior is in exquisite order, and, but that the 
notions of the present day on the score of 
comfort would conflict with the size and dis- 


sculptor, Thorwaldsen, collected in the 
Museum at Copenhagen, which was specially 
built for that purpose, and which also con- 
tains his tomb. This singular building was 
commenced in the lifetime of the artist, who 
was well aware of its double destination, and 
himself superintended the construction of the 
vault which was eventually to inclose his 
remains, beneath a granite-edged slab in the 
centre of the courtyard.

It is enriched 
with a valuable collection of portraits, and 
contains many objects of antiquarian or 
artistic interest. The history of the Danish 
wars with Sweden is displayed upon the walls 
in admirable tapestries, and the ceiling of the 
Riddersaal, or Hall of the Knights, is embel- 
lished with sculpture in relief. The floor of 
this apartment is of wood, painted to repre- 
sent marble. The coronation chairs are 
placed at the upper end of the Riddersaal, 
and in front are the colossal silver lions alle- 
gorically representing the Great Belt, the 
Little Belt, and the Sound. In all state 
ceremonies these play a leading part, and, 
with the regalia, are appropriately lodged mm 
the same house which holds the coats, arms, 
jewels, paintings, and relics of the Danish 
Kings for two centuries. The collection of 
Venetian glass in a small room off the Rid- 
dersaal was a present made to one of these 
Sovereigns, t is very extensive and of rare 
value. 

From Rosenborg Castle the Royal family, 
with the Prince and Princess of Wales, their 
and attendants, drove to the residence 
he Hereditary Princess of Denmark, 
widow of the late Prince Frederick, with 
whom they stayed to lunch. They after- 
wards proceeded to inspect the Museum of 
Northern Antiquities, another of the remark- 
able collections of Copenhagen. 

For the subject of another of our Illus- 
trations we have chosen the inspection by their 
Royal Highnesses, on Wednesday, the 21st 
ult., of the works of the great Danish 














are divided into two parts ; the first consisting 
of pieces of sculpture actually chiselled by 
‘Thorwaldsen, or copies in marble or plaster 
of his works; the second being the collection 
of objects of ancient and modern art which 
he amassed during his lifetime. Some idea 
of the extent of the Museum may be gained 
from the fact that, irrespective of the plaster 
casts, it includes no less than four groups, 
seventeen statues, eighteen busts, sixty-one 
bas-reliefs, and a frieze, in marble. The total 
number of Thorwaldsen’s works collected here 
is about 650, All the sketches and moulds 
which he used have been preserved, so that it 
is possible, in the case of each of his principal 
works, to follow the gradual development of 
the idea from the first bold outline to the last 
delicate touch of the graver, The Prince and 
Princess of Wales, with the Queen of Den- 
mark and Prince John, stayed about two 
hours in the Museum, passing from one to 
another of the small rooms, about twenty 
altogether, each of which contains one im- 
portant statue or group, with bas-reliefs and 
other minor works around the walls. About 
half-past four o'clock a great crowd assembled 
outside the front entrance of the Museum, 
along which extends a great hall, in which 
are placed most of the statues or casts 
of colossal size. This hall opens on the 
outside street by glazed windows, not high 
from the ground, and here were many of the 
curious citizens peering through the glass to 
catch sight of the Royal party. When the 
Prince and Princess left the Museum they

ST. JAMES’S CHURCH, BURY ST. 
EDMUNDS, 
WE have engraved, from a photograph by 
Messrs. Cundall and Downes, a view of the 
exterior of this noble old church, which was 
reopened by the Bishop of Ely in August, 
after undergoing extensive repairs and resto- 
rations during the last three years. The 
original prmmee | on this site, which was pro- 
— dedicated to St. James the Apostle and 
St. John the Evangelist, emblems of those 
two saints being sculptured over the western 
doorway, is supposed to have been erected 
either by Abbot Anselm, in 1125, or by Abbot 
Samson—known to the readers of Carlyle’s 
“Past and Present”—about the beginning 
of the thirteenth century. There is a legend 
that Abbot Anselin wanted to get rid of the 
disorderly congregation of the townspeople in 
the Abbey Church, the ruins of which may 
now be seen close by, and that he built this 
church of St. James and St. John for the 
public accommodation, in order that the 
monks should have the undisturbed use of 
their own. But there is another story—that 
when Abbot Samson, who lived seventy or 
eighty years later, proposed to go a pil- 
grimage to the famous shrine of St. James, 
at Compostella in Spain, hig brethren of the 
monastery, who were loth to part with their 
Superior, persuaded him to build a new 
church instead. The small town of Bury 
St. Edmunds, at any rate, may boast the 
possession of two of the finest churches in 
the kingdom, those of St. Mary and St. Jamcs. 
The dimensions of St. James’s Church are 
193 ft. in length, with the chancel, which is 
55 ft. long and 69 ft. Gin. in breadth. St. 
Mary’s Church, which, including the chancel 
and sacrarium, is 213 ft. in length and 6x ft. 
in width, was restored in 1844, under the di- 
rection of the late Mr. Cottingham, at a cost 
of £5000; but the public taste was not then 
sufficiently enlightened to admit of the re- 
moval of the galleries and pews. The resto- 
rations of St. James's Church have been 
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more consistent. It was at first designed only 
to replace the unsightly and ruinous flat 
ceiling of the nave with a high-pitched roof. 
Mr. Gilbert Scott was consulted, and a com- 
mittee having been formed, with the Hon. 
and Rev. Edward Pellew, the Incumbent, 
for its chairman, seconded by the church- 
wardens and other leading parishioners, funds 
were subscribed, and the plan of opera- 
tions became more extended. It was de- 
cided to remove the galleries, which destroyed 
the beauty of the church at the west end 
and on the north side, the south side 
being free from incumbrance of that kind. 
The principal feature, however, of the 
restorations is the new and very beauti- 
ful oaken roof, which consists of nineteen 
pairs of principals (corresponding in number 
with the pillars on each side of the nave), 
hammer-beams, wallpieces, moulded collars 
purlins, ribs, and ridge-braces. The cornice, 
which is elaborate and beautiful, consists of 
six enrichments—viz., Ist, a plain moulded 
wallpiece; 2nd, three designs of ribbon 
and ragged-staff moulding; 3rd, embattled 
moulding; 4th, strawberry-leaf ditto; 5th, 
pierced trefoliated moulding; and, 6th, 
another embattled moulding. The straw- 
berry-leaf moulding is continued round the 
hammer-beams, and every alternate one has 
a carved angel, supporting an emblematic 
shield, bearing the devices of St. James and 
St. John, such as the pilgrim’s staff and 
wallet and the cockle-shell. The spandrils 
between the collars, king-posts, and ridge, 
are also filled with tracery of varied design. 
The clerestory windows, six-and-thirty in 
number, have all been refilled with Messrs, 
Butler and Heaton’s stained glass, and have 
a very beautiful appearance. The gable at 
the east end is partially filled with a hand- 
some three-bayed window, given by the 
executors of the Rev. G. J. Haggitt, the late 
Incumbent, which is to be filled with stained 
glass as a memorial of that respected minister 
and of Mrs. Haggitt. The lower part of 
the window is blocked up, owing to the 
height of the chancel roof, but will be filled 
with an appropriate fresco in colours and 
gold. The whole of the stonework has been 
thoroughly cleaned and restored, and the 
interior walls stuccoed. The old pavement 
and soil of the church have been cleared 
away to the depth of one foot, except where 
the marble ledgers were placed. ‘The inscrip- 
tions on these were all carefully copied and 
numbered according to a corresponding plan 
of the floor of the church, showing their exact 
position, the slabs themselves remaining i% 
situ, covered with four inches of concrete, 
Above this an entirely new floor has been 
laid, the aisles being covered with Minton’s 
four-inch black and red tiles, in patterns, 
with appropriate borders, whilst battened 
flooring has been laid beneath the sittings,

It would seem that the total number of persons 
engaged in agriculture in that year, as compared with 1851, shows a 
decrease of 87,837, of which about 73,000 are females. In the outdoor 
agricultural labourers there is a slight increase, while the land pro- 
prietors have risen from 30,315 to 30,766, The most curious part of 
it is that, while the men owning land decrease by 1916, the women 
increase by 2367 ; and that the Tandladies are in a majority over the 
landlords of 504. Farm-bailiffs have multiplied in the same period 
from 10,561 to 15,698 ; and while farm indoor servants show a decrease 
310, outdoor have only increased by 5268. Shepherds, however, 
which numbered 12,517, have been more than doubled; and agricul- 
tural students, once only a devoted band of 104, can now muster 490, 
Of the hop-growers and teazle-growers together, we cannot report 
wrogress at the end of the decade, and the willow-rod growers or dealers 
ons tumbled down nearly 50 per cent. From these and other tables Mr. 
Dent draws several deductions. Land is not going into more hands, 
but estates and farms are rather increasing in size, and small holdings 
are being absorbed into the larger. The decrease in farmers’ relatives 
employed on the farm and the great increase in farm-bailiffs seem to 
favour this nope sis.

HAMMERFEST, IN 
NORWAY. 


Tur town of Hammerfest, the 
most northerly in the world, is 
situated in latitude 70 deg. 39 min, 
which is the same parallel as that 
of the frozen seas or straits where 
Sir John Franklin and his comrades 
perished, in the western hemi- 
sphere. Nevertheless, the town cf 
Hammerfest has a population of 
1100 or 1200 souls, The neigh- 
bouring district, hemmed in by 
mountains and rocks which are 
bare of all vegetable growth, has a 
very desolate appearance, In the 
winter, for two months there is 
perpetual night. But the brilliancy 
of the northern lights, of the stars 
and moon, and the reflection of 
light from the sheet of snow, 
help to illumine the scene and 
in a measure to compensate for 
the absence of the sun’s cheering 
rays. For a corresponding period 
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in summer the sun never sinks 
below the horizon, During this 
time the port of Hammerfest 
is generally full of vessels, 
and a lively trade is carried on 
with Russia, England, and 
France, rincipally in dried 
codfish. The Spitzbergen trade 
also forms an important branch 
of industry at Hammerfest 
reindeer, walrus, and eiderdown 
being the principal objects there 
sought for. Even in the coldest 
winter the sea never freezes along 
the northern coast of Norway. This 
is due to the Gulf stream, which, 
as is known, impinges on the 
western coast of Norway and 
sweeps along its shores till it loses 
itself in the Arctic Ocean. It is, 
indeed, by no means a rare occur- 
rence that parts of trees and other 
produce of a tropical clime are 
washed fashore near Hammerfest. 
The influence of the Gulf stream 
alone renders it possible for human 
beings to live at this place, and 
makes the temperature endurable. 

Our Engraving is from a sketch 
taken by a Norwegian artist, which 
has been courteously placed at our 
disposal by the Rev. M. R. Barnard, 
of Margaretting, Essex, late Chap- 
lain to the British Embassy in 
Norway. It gives a correct repre- 
sentation of the town and harbour, 
which, as our readers will remember, 
has recently been visited by Prince 
Alfred and his party in the expe- 
dition of the Racoon and Black 
Eagle to those Arctic shores, 


JAPANESE SOLDIERS 

MARCHING. 
Our Special Artist in Japan, Mr, 
C. Wirgman, one of whose sketches 
we have engraved this week, writes 
as follows on the subject :—* The 
Japanese are always drilling. From 
morning till night they never seem 
to cease, and they certainly ought 
to be perfect by this time; but the 
uncomfortable manner in which 
they march proves the contrary. 
The rear man is always looking at 
t»e front man’s feet, to see whether 
he is keeping step or not, which is 
unsoldier-like. It must be owned, 
however, that the troops stationed 
at Yokohama seem to be raw 
recruits, which may in a manner 
account for it. There are some, 
indeed, of the Tycoon’s regular 
infantry who are well up in their 
drill, and who manceuvre perfectly, 
so that the American Minister, 
who lately saw a review at Jeddo, 
was astonished at their proficiency.

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EARLY on Saturday morning 
last two gunpowder maga- 
zines, situated on the southern 
bank of the Thames, between 
Woolwich and Erith, exploded 
with terrific violence, killing 
eight or nine persons, if not 
more, wounding others, and 
carrying consternation and 
alarm among the inhabitants 
for miles round. Although 
the scene of the catastrophe is 
distant about fifteen miles 
from Charing-cross, the shock 
was felt more or less through- 
out the whole metropolis, and 
even at places forty and fifty 
miles from the spot—as far as 
Newmarket and Cambridge on 
the one hand, and Windsor and 
Guildford on the other. The 
explosion occurred in a gun- 

ywder dépét belonging to 

esers. John Hall and Sons, 
and almost simultaneously in 
a magazine of smaller size 
used by the Low Wood Gun- 

wder Company, formerly 
owe as the firm of Messrs. 
Daye and Barker, both of 
them located in the Plumstead 
marshes, on the margin of 
the Thames, two miles west of 
Erith, and about an equal dis- 
tance from the village of Belve- 
dere, on the North Kent Rail- 
way. Here, on about twenty 
acres of ground, separated for 
obvious reasons from the rest 
of the neighbouring houses, 
but in three cottages in the 
immediate vicinity of the 
scene of their daily labour, 
lived a few working men with 
their families. One was 
George Rayner, who acted as 
storekeeper in the dépét of 
Messrs. Hall, and who was a 
married man with a family, 
and another, named Walter 
Silver, also married, acted in 
a similar capacity under the 
Low Wood Gunpowder Com- 
pany. Each of these had a 
cottage to himself about 100 
or 200 yards from the maga- 
zines, and the rest, who were 
men employed in the larger 
dépot, — a cottage in 
common. The Messrs. Hall 
have been engaged in the 
business of fabricating gun- 
powder for more than fifty 
years, and have executed large 
contracts from time to time 
both for our own and many 
foreign Governments. They 
have a large factory in the 
neighbourhood of Faversham, 
in Kent, occupying about 200 
acres of ground, part of the 
works at which were erected 
in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth. There the work of manu- 
facturing and packing gun- 
powder is conducted by a body 
of trained artisans, with all 
the safeguards and precautions 
suggested by experience ; and 
within the last few years the 
roprietors have purchased a 
fon tract of adjacent land in 
order the more completely to 
seclude their operations from 
the habitations of men. Their

magazine at Belvedere was a 
substantial building, about 
50 ft. square, and consisting of 
two floors. It was erected 
five or six years ago, at a cost 
of about £3000, and around it 
were eighteen acres of land, 
with a view to isolate the 
building. For miles at that 
part of the river there is an 
embankment, which protects 
the low-lying marshes from 
inundation. Both their dépét 
and that of the Low Wood 
Gunpowder Company stood 
close behind the embankment, 
The quantity of gunpowder 
stored in Messrs. Hall's 
magazine at the time of 
the explosion, and in two 
of their barges which lay 
off the jetty, is estimated 
by themselves at about 750 
barrels in the dépét, and 
perhaps 200 more in the 
barges, each barrel containing 
100lb. The quantity in the 
magazine of the Low Wood 
Company was only about 
9000]b., as they were expect- 
ing a large supply of powder 
from their mills at Newton-in- 
Cartmel, Lancashire, which 
had been delayed through ex- 
port and other orders deliver- 
able at their other dépéts. 
Their magazine at Belvedere 
was about 40 ft. long by 30 ft. 
in width, and consisted of two 
floors. It was erected about 
four years ago, and stood ata 
distance of sixty or seventy 
yards from that of Messrs, 
Hall. Both Messrs. Hall’s 
magazine and that of the Low 
Wood Company had a wooden 
jetty projecting into the river 
for the loading and unloading 
of gunpowder. It should be 
understood that these were 
places used entirely for the 
storage of gunpowder, and in 
no sense for its manufacture, 
and that none but experienced 
men were employed at them. 
Rayner had been _ store- 
keeper to Messrs. Hall for 
twelve years, and accustomed 
to the manipulation of gun- 
powder from his boyhood. He 
was an intelligent and most 
efficient man, and they had 
complete confidence in him, 
Between their mills at Faver- 
sham and the magazine at 
Belvidere, a distance of about 
thirty miles, the gunpowder is 
conveyed in sailing - barges, 
each navigated usually by 
a couple of men, and two 
of these, as has been stated, 
were moored alongside the 
jetty on Saturday morning, 
discharging cargo. The gun- 
powder, carefully packed in 
barrels, is borne on trucks with 
copper wheels along wooden 
rails, in order to preclude the 
possibility of a spark from 
friction ; and the operation is 
conducted with other pre- 
cautions, such as the wearing 
of list slippers by the men
